It came during a discussion of a 
section of the Hungarian peace 
treaty dealing with reparations to 
be paid by Russia, Czechoslovakia 
and Yugoslavia. 

Byrnes did not amplify his 
statement but today Under Secre- 
tary of State Dean Acheson said 
in Washington the United States 
was returning the vessels because 
of failure to reach agreement 
with Russia on free navigation of 
the Danube. The boats and 
barges, belonging to Yugoslavia, 
Romania, Hungary and Czecho- 
slovakia, were captured by Ger- 
many during the war, then taken 
over by American occupation 
forces when they entered Austria. 

Acheson told a news conference 
that the United States never had 
questioned ownership of the ves- 
sels. He explained that this coun- 
try simply was trying to work 
out a free navigation agreement, 
but had found this impossible be- 
cause Russia and some of the 
Danube nations refused to attend 
a conference on the proposed ac- 
cord. 

In Frankfurt, Germany, Gen. 
Joseph T. McNarney said transfer 
of the boats would require at least

Byrnes conferred separately to- 
day with the foreign ministers of

He was right as to 
this, and it seemed that only lack 
of transportation facilities kept 
the whole city from going to Kin- 
loch Field, scene of the air show, 
and viewing the numerous flights 
made by the pioneers of aviation 
in their dangerous contraptions in 
one of which Col, Theodore Roose- 
velt was a passenger. Attention

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Nov. 12 
(AP)—Reported United States op- 
position today virtually ruled out 
any likelihood that the United 
Nations would approve a proposed 
$400,000,000 emergency food fund 
to help meet Europe‘s food deficits 
after the expiration of UNRRA. 
Acting Secetary of State Dean 
Acheson indicated in Washington 
that the United States would op- 
pose the proposal put before the 
Uhited Nations yesterday by F. H. 
LaGuardia, ‘director general of 
UNRRA. Informed quarters said 
members of the United States 
delegation to the General Assem- 
bly also were opposed to the plan. 
Although the delegation took 
no formal decision as to how it 
would vote on the issue, the mem- 
bers were understood to, have 
taken the position that any fur- 
ther aid sto Europe after the ex- 
piration of UNRRA should be han- 
dled on a national rather than an 
international basis. 

This was interpreted as mean- 
ing that the United States would 
in the future handle its own relief 
distribution in Europe, even 
though the Government might be 


willing to receive international ad- 
vice as to where relief should be 
allocated. 

Under LaGuardia’s proposal, the 


United States would be expected 
to contribute 49 per cent of the 
total $400,000,000, or approximately

Wholesale prices on grocery 
articles generally have risen an 
average of 15 to 20 per cent since 
lifting of controls, with increases 
on scarcer commodities reaching 
as high as 100 per cent, whole- 
sale grocery firms said today.

“We simply are not buying at 
prices which are too far out of 
line, because wa know from ex- 
perience that the public will not 
go along,” one buyer for a large 
firm said. “Take for example 
fancy grade tomatoes, which we've 
been selling at $2.01 a dozen in a 
certain size,” he continued, “We 
have turned down a cannery offer 
to sell us this product at $2.50, 
because that would mean we'd 
have to sell at $2.73, to cover 
freight charges and our markup. 
Housewives wouldn't accept that 
jump in prices.” 

Articles on which there is a 
bona fide scarcity, like oleomar- 
garine, have undergone the great- 
est increases, Ceilings on food oils 
went off Oct. 17 and since then 
prices have risen from the old 
ceiling of 30 cents a pound on 
oleomargarine to 45 to 55 cents 
a pound. Difficulty of housewives 
in getting shortening has helped 
keep prices up on such products, 


but this situation is not true on 
food 


products generally, because 
there is “plenty of food in the 
country,” a buyer said.

BUSY U.S. MINTS 
WORK NIGHT, DAY 
AT MAKING MONEY 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12 (AP)— 
There are indications that this 


| year’s production of coins by the | 


[four United States mints. will 
reach an all-time high of about 
| three billion pieces, which is five 
;or six times the prewar rate. 

For several years, the nation’s 
mints have been working on a basis 
of 24 hours a day, 7 days a week. 
An attempt was made last apring 
to get back to a 6-hour day, but 
the demand for coins 
|too rapidly, despite the use of a 
new machine which will strike 
two coins at one operation. - 

In the past four years, the na- 
tion’s mints turned out one third 
of all the coins minted in 152 
years. Fifty tons of metal a day 
are processed. The cost, exclusive 
of metal, ranges from $1.39 per 
thousand pleces for pénnies, to 
$6.56 for 50-cent pieces, 

Westerners who like 
money noisy have been drawing 
heavily during the past several 
months on the Treasury's stocks 
of silver dollars. Circulation of 
the big “cartwheels,” which have 
not been minted for several years 
because of the growing prefer- 
fence for paper dollars, has in- 
creased along with that of all 
fother coins. Treasury records 
(showed 143,000,000 in circulation 
fat the end of last August, com- 
pared with 129,000,000 a year be 
fore. 

There's an ample supply of sil- 
ver dollars on hand, however, and,

UNION BARGAINING ONLY ISSUE 
IN NEW YORK TRANSIT DISPUTE | 


NEW YORK, Nov. 12 (AP)— 
The third strike treat of the year 
against the city’s unified transit 
system was diminished today. The 
single issue remaining is that of 
sole collective bargaining rights. 
Legal action to prevent payment 
of $6,000,000 in retroactive pay in- 
creases to transit workers has 
been withdrawn. 

Retroactive pay was eliminted 
as an issue last night when Mayor 
William O’Dwyer announced. the 
Citizens Budget Commission had 
agreed to withdraw its motion for 
an injunction to prevent the pay- 
ment of the back wages. The 
Mayor's advisory transit commit- 
tee had recommended such pay- 
ment. 

Still at issue is the recommenda- 
tion of the committee that a col- 
lective bargaining election be held 
among transit workers. This 
recommendation was rejected last 
Friday by the Board of Transpor- 
tation.

“Il lay down the challenge of battle 
to the Republican party utterly 
and completely.” 

Speaking at a luncheon in his 
honor tendered by the New Re- 
public magazine, of which he re- 
cently was appointed editor, Wal- 
lace followed up his challenge with 
the comment that he had “very 
little respect for the abilities of 
95 per cent of the Republicans in 
the House and Senatae to act 
wisely.” 

He spoke extemporaneously on 
the main topics of a prepared 
gspeeceh but authorized the ad- 
vance copy for publication. 

In the prepared speech re as- 
gerted that “the Republican re- 
actionaries are all set to repeat 
their mistakes of the '20s" and that 
“reaction will sweep the country 
until unemployment sets in.” 

Wallace pledged himself to do 
“everything I can to organize po- 
litical action against the reaction- 
aries” and said that “during the 
period of reaction and unemploy- 
ment,

Pledges Fight. 

“The recent election has caused 
the whole world to look on the 
United States as a center of re- 
action,” he said. “It is my pur- 
pose as editor of the New Repub- 
lic to do all I can to prove to the 
liberals of the world that there is 
a saving remnant here in the 
United States which can prevent 
the ignorant reactionaries from 
going too far in either domestic 
or foreign policies.” 

Wallace declared his intention 
of fighting for “one world, pros- 
perity and peace.”

in a speech opening Parllament today, called

The royal message, prepared by Prime Minister Clement Attlee’s 
government, set forth its views on both foreign and domestic affairs. 


The monarch presented his mes- 
sage after a traditional ride 
through London's gtreets during 
which he was guarded against any 
possible attack by Jewish extrem- 
ists by every policeman Scotland 
Yard could spare—more than 5000 
all told. 

Winston 


Churchill, opposition 


leader, replying to a Labor motion | 


for acceptance of the King's 
speech, renewed his criticism of 
Russia which, he said, controls 
“more than one third of Europe.” 

Declaring “the world situation 
‘ has not improved,” Churchill ob- 
served that “the Soviet military 
frontier is on the Elbe and it 
impossible to forecast what the 
future and fate of France will be.” 

“British and American forces in 
Europe have melted away,’ he 
said. “The Russian armies have 
been maintained in Europe in vast 
Strength and largely on a war 
footing. . ” 

Peace With Germany. 

The King’s message urged nego- 
tiatioss of a peace with Germany 
under “conditions which will fos- 
ter the true democracy, will guar- 
antee the world against further 
attempts at world domination and 
will remove the financial burden 
which ‘occupation has laid on my 
people.” 

Indicating the government's in- 
tent work for eradication of inter- 
national trade barriers, the King 
spoke of his “earnest hope” for 
the success of negotiations now 
under way in London for expan- 
sion of world commerce and em- 
ployment, 

He also announced ‘the govern- 
Mment's desire to improve living 
conditions in Britain, promising 
increased housing and increased 
food supplies to a nation weary 
of shortages and rationing. 

Included in the transportation 
faciilties to be nationalized, labor 
sources said; will be railroads, ca- 
nals, docks, busses and certain 
Other road transport services, 

Also recommended were meas- 
ures to establish a Ministry of De- 
fense—combining the three fight- 
ing services of air, sea and land— 
and to make effective the 1944 
Chicago convention on interna- 
tiona! civil aviation. 

Stock Exchange Control. 
The King indicated the Govern- 


ment had plans to set up tighter | 


controls for the London Stock Ex- 
change and not to permit return 
of the free cotton market closed 
during the war. 

To encourage development of 
an efficient agriculture, the King 
said proposals would be laid be- 
fore Parliament to provide a “sys- 
tem of guaranteed prices and as- 
sured markets for the principal 
farm products.”

‘ecutions, penalties, and punish- 
ments and, without forgetting the 
hard lessons of the past, turn our 
faces resolutely toward the fu- 


ture.” 


The Conservative party cannot 
accept responsibility for the Pots- 
dam decisions of the Big Three 
powers, Churchill said, “as matters 
were taken out of our hands in 
the vital phase of these talks.” He 
conceded, however, that Foreign 
Secretary Ernest Bevin “has done 


his best.” * 

Churchill renewed his sugges- 
tion that Britain withdraw from 
Palestine and turn over the man- 
date to the United Nations, 

Churchill said the opposition re- 
mained unanimous with the Gov- 
ernment in supporting the United 
Nations, even though that organi- 
zation so far had not fulfilled its 
hopes. 

Churchill said, “We were as- 
sured that the Socialist Govern- 
ment would get on especially well 
with the Soviet Government, but 
relptions have steadily deteriorat- 
ed,” 

He commented that the British 
Government had taken no “wrong- 
ful or provocative action” in for- 
eign affairs, but added: 

“Eighteen months after the sur- 
render of Germany, and in spite 
of the helpful attitude of the Unit- 
ed States, the world scene is still 
dark, anxious and confused.” 

He called on Attlee for renewed

close working relations between 
this country and the self-govern- 
ing members of the British com- 
monwealth,” the King declared: 

“My government will forward by 
every means at their disposal the 
policies with regard to the gov- | 
ernance of India laid down in the | 
statements made by them and by | 
the mission of my ministers which | 
recently visited India. 

“Steps are being taken to hold 
elections in Burma early next 
year, as the necessary preliminary 
to further constitutional progress. 

“In the territories for which my 
government are responsible they 
will seek actively to promote the 
welfare of my peoples, to develop 
the economic life of the territories 
and to give my peoples all prac- 
tical guidance in their march to 
geilf government.” 

Britain, “by its example and 
leadership, will work for the pro- 
motion of all nations toward 
gréater freedom and prosperity,” 
the King said, adding: 

“T trust that at an early date a 
treaty will be concluded with Aus- 
tria which will enable all forces of 
occupation to be withdrawn from 
that country.” 

The King, wearing the uniform 
of an admiral of the fleet, spoke 
for 13 minutes from the throne in 
the House of Lords to a joint ses- 


gion of both houses attended by 
other members of royalty and a 


'Great Britain free of any commit- 


ment prejudicial to imperial pref- 
erence in foreign trade. 

“It will be a great surprise, to 
me at least, if a Republican Con- 
gress were to embrace free trade 
so wholeheartedly, completely and 
passionately and permit such a 
asting down of tariff walls of all 
kinds,” he said. 

Attlee Defends Policies. 

Attlee replied to Churchill, ex- 
pressing regret at his statement 
on Palestine. He said the Gov- 
ernment was pursuing a “policy 
in accordance with the mandate.” 

“We are bound by the mandate 
to have regard both to the posi- 
tion of the Arabs and of the 
Jews,” he said, “and we have been 
striving earnestly for the co- 
operation of the United States in 
this matter.” 

He said large forces were en- 
gaged in clearing “the aftermath 
of war,” but expressed hope that 
“some of these commitments will 
be brought to an end in the com- 
ing year.” 

The Government’s policy is to 
work for “world peace and secur- 
ity, and therefore disarmament,” 
Attlee said, adding: 

“The development of modern 
warfare has made this country 
more vulnerable. We are now 
part of the Continent and can be 
reached by an attack from -the 
Continent.”

St. Louis “Firsts 
Mo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


St. Louis Week Nov. 9-16, celebrating 
the 138th anniversary of the in¢orpora- 
tion of the trading post established by 
Pierre Laclede Ligueste and his stepson, 
Auguste Chouteau, brings to mind some 
“firsts.” 

The first trustees of the incorporated 
city of St. Louis were Auguste Chouteau, 
Pierre Chouteau Sr., Bernard Pratt, Ed- 
ward Hempstead and Alexander McNair. 

The first building erected by Laclede 
was located in the area between Main 
and Second streets, just south of Market. 

The first land grant was made to Jo- 
seph Labusciere. St, Louis's first notary, 
by St. Ange de Bellerive, April 27, 1766: 
‘a lot of 300 feet, facing the Rue Royale, 
now part of the Jefferson Memorial site. 

The first common field in St. Louis ex- 
tended from the present Market street 
to the Big Mound and west from the 
present Broadway to about Jefferson 
avenue. 

The first grist mill was built in 1766, 
by Joseph Taillon at Mill Creek dam. 
the creek being then known as “La 
Petite Riviere.” 

The first prison was a small stone 
structure built in 1774, against one end 
of Laclede's house. 

The first marriage in St. Louis was 
that of Maria Josepha Bougenou, daugh- 
ter of “Fifi,” to Toussaint Hunaud, a 
young Canadian trapper, on April 16, 
1766. Fifi Bougenou later settled near 
Bonhomme and Fee Fee road takes its 
name from him. 

The first child born in St. Louis was 
John Baptiste Guion. 

The first centenarian was Antoine 
Riviere, who came with Laclede and 
lived to the age of 110. 

The fireat schoolmaster in St. Louis 
was Jean Baptiste Trudeau, The first 
physician was Dr. Auguste Andre Conde. 
The first surveyors were Martin Duralde 
and Antoine Soulard. The first tailors 
were Louis Tesson Honore Sr. and La- 
ville. The first Judge was Jogeph Le 
Bebvre. 

The first Attorney General was Ed- 
‘ ward Hempstead, The first Sheriff was 
James Rankin. The first Constable was 
William Sullivan. 

The first legal hanging in St. Lotis 
occurred on Sept. 16, 1809. John Long 
shot and killed his stepfather, George 
Gordon, at Long’s Mill, in Bonhomme 
township. He was convicted of murder 
at a special term of court in August. 

The first steamboat at St, Louis was 
the Zebulon M, Pike. Aug. 2, 1817. 

The first railroad convention held west 
of the Mississippi River was held in St. 
Louis in 1836. 

The first horse-drawn street car was 
driven up Olive street from Fourth to 
Tenth, by Erastus Wells, in 1859. 

The first mayor was William Carr 
Lane, in 1822, 

The first brewery was established by 
Jacob Phillipson in 1810. 

The first bank, the Bank of St. Louis, 
was incorporated in 1812. 

The first newspaper was the “Missouri 
Gazette,” edited by Joseph Charless in

Toward a House United 


The President's first post-election statement 
was what the country hoped he would say. He 
took his defeat like a man. He promised to 
compose his course with a Congtess whose pur- 
poses will conflict with his 6n many matters. 


But, conciliatory though he was, eager though 
he obviously is for peace with Congress, he did 
not lower his office. Instead, he reminded Con- 
gress that the President has co-equal power ufn- 
der our system, and that he proposes neither to 
abdicate executive power and initiative nor to 
abandon policies which he considers vital. 


“He shows that he is an American before he 
is a Democrat,” G.O.P. Senator Brewster summed 
up. In turn, the congressional majority’s equally 
solemn duty is to bé Americans before Répub- 
licans. For a meeting on ground far above 
partisanship is required in the crises of these 
next tWo years—for problems of housing, labor 
and inflation at home, for instance, and a hun- 
dred practical arrangements to advance the for- 
eign policy. Mr. Truman put it well: 

Only by the exercise of wisdom and re- 
straint and the constant determination to 
place the interest of our country above all 
other interests, can we meet and solve the 
problems ahead of us. The stake is large. 
Our great internal strength and our eminent 
position in the world are not, as some may 
too easily assume, indestructible. 

That is what Secretary Byrnes and Bernard 
Baruch and other wise Americatis have been 
saying ever since the end of the war when we 
turned with vim to internal economic wars. To- 
day most people sense the real peril of further 
dissipating our strength in internal division. 
They expect no less of their President and their 
Congress, whosé previous war has done us in- 
calculable harm. 

No little of the White House-Capitol Hill clash- 
ing has been Mr. Truman’s fault. He has fol- 
lowéd some wretched advice. He has often had 
no cléar sense where he wanted to go. Never- 
theless, he can now say with good reason: 

I do not claim for myself and my associ- 
ates greater devotion to the welfare of our 
nation than I ascribe to others of another 
party. Inevitably, issues will arise between 
the President and the Congress. When this 
occurs, we must examine our respective po- 
sitions with stern and criticél analysis to 
exclude any attempt to tamper with the 
public interest in order to achieve personal 
or partisan advantage. 

He approached his Democratic Congress in 
much the same spirit, but it would not meet him. 
His party was divided; some of the Democrats 


were eager to join the Republicatis in undoing 


some of the President’s intentions. Enough Re- 
publicans were willing to put special interests or 
sheer partisanship above urgent considerations. 
The whole situation invited reckless jockeying 
for power. 

Can we hope for anything better now? For 
two reasons, yes. First, more and more people 
sense that the house divided, against which 
Lincoln warned, grows less secure, Second, ir- 
responsible obstructiofiists can no longer hide 
in the sham that the President's party held the 
majority in Congress. Henceforwafd, with full 
responsibility for what they do or leave undone, 
the Republicans can, and we hope ahd think 
surely will, work on a higher plane. 

Not that we may expect either Democratic 
President or Republican Congress to put aside 
all thought of 1948. Nor need they. They need 
only realize that the people are concerned and 
informed and that the acts which serve the 
nation best will be the most popular maneuvers 
for favor in 1948, The péople will watch both 
branches very closely these hext two years. The 
executive branch has made an excellent begin- 
ning under circumstances exceedingly difficult.

The war played nasty tricks on a lot of people, 
but the sad story of Julian Tierney, an ex-master 
sergeant of Kansas City, is in a class apart.

Congress is going to meet again to con- 
sider labor legislation, and if the Pittsburgh 
strike continues much longer, it will be 
used as ah example to convince members 
of Congress that drastic legislation should 
be adopted to deprive utility workers of the 
right to strike, and probably will result in a 


very strict compulsory arbitration law cov- 
ering public utilities. 


Strikes like this do have the political effect 
Mr. Schwellenbach suggests, but his hint that 
no legislation is heeded to protect the public 
from utility strikes, and that any such legisla 
tion would be vengeful, is unjustified. 

New Jersey has a law authorizing the State 
to take over and operate struck utility plants 
pendifig arbitration of the issues. The law itself 
leaves open the question of whether the em- 
ployes would refuse to work for the State. But 
when eriployes of the Public Service Co. of New 
Jersey started a walkout last April, Gov. Edge 
solicited enlistments from the State’s civilian de- 
fense forcé and received a response more than 
adequate. The strikers thereupon reconsidered 
and resumed work. 

The law and the manner of its application in 
New Jersey are experimental. Probably there 
are fairer and better ways to find a balance be- 
tween the rights of utility employes and the 
public. And probably Congress could produce a 
better law than most states could do. 

The Roper poll has found that a substantial 
majority of people with opinions in the matter 
favor compulsory arbitration to forestall railroad 
strikes. Surprisingly, nearly half of the cross- 
section of union members polled favored com- 
pulsory arbitration in this field. Presumably, the 
same proportions would hold for utility strikes.

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Chiang the Cynic 

A change in the United States’s policy toward 
China, as proposed by Owen Lattimore, must be 
imperatively needed when Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek can make as cynical a gesture of high- 
sounding emptiness as he has just done in the 
name of peace, with any expectation that this 
country will give it credefice. 

Chiang has announced a cease-fire order to 
his troops on the eve of the scheduled opening 
today, the birthday of Sun Yat-Sen, of the Na- 
tional Assembly to adopt a Constitution. He 
has calied on the Chinese Communists to lay 
down their opposition and take part in the as- 
sembly. He pretends that it is another show of 
reasonableness on his part despite intransigeance 
by his foes. 

Quite apart from the fact that it would take 
a month or two for Chiang’s order to become 
effective on the far-flung, primitively-connected 
battiefields of China, the cease-fire gesture 
would, if it meant anything at all, mean consoli- 
dation by Chiang of the immense gains his 
American-trained and American-supplied troops 
have made since Jan. 13. 

The Chinese Communists would, moreover, 
have to come into the National Assembly with 
no reason for hope of not being crushed by 
Chiang’s Kuomintang steam-roller. The Politica] 
Consultative Conference of last January, a truly 
representative body, set up a committee to draft 
a Constitution, but the Nationalists have never 
allowed that work to go forward. The Chinese 
Communists could reasonably expect nothing but 
more of the same from the assembly, Which 
Chiang now has further postponed in an ex- 
tended display of “reasonableness,” 

The truth is that China is not ready for a 
constitutional convention and will not be ready 
until Chiang and the extreme rightists who are 
manipulating him give up the idea of making it 
a means of perpetuating one-party government 
in the guise of democracy.

Greenville, Miss, where Y publish an 
afternoon daily, has for a good many years 
possessed a sort of magnetic lure for itin- 
erant sociologists, holders of fellowships, 
and writers, good, bad and indifferent. 


Being gregarious, we liked it. But hav- 
ing some passing knowledge of the sport of 
Southerner+-hunting, we finally became 
alarmed at a historic parallel, The parallel 
is this: the intensity of the hunt, the pre- 
determined conclusions of so many of the 
hunters, and the crystallizing resentment 
of the hunted can be compared only to the 
pre-Civil War period of abolitionist concern 
with the South, 


Against the impact of the violently an- 
tagonistic abolitionist prescription for the 
slave South, the Bouth became angrily uni- 
fied, the ferment for change finally boiled 
away in the emotional stew. The liberal 
spirit of change in the South today is in 
danger of being similarly dissipated, 


A Boon for Demagogues 


The South is at a distinct tonal disadvan- 
tage for the principal reason that the cen- 
ters of publication of all major organs of 
fact, opinion and fiction are located outside 
of the South, But this very handicap is a 
great boon to Southern demagogues; they 
can scream of lopsided persecution. 


Since Senator Bilbo is in this category, it 
should be sufficient to cite his technique. 
He is the mighty defender of the South 
against the evil forces, Yankee per se, of 
the FEPC, the CIO and the Communist 
party, the shining champion of white su- 
premacy, The more he is lampooned, the 
more tenderly is he taken to the bosom of 
his people, He makes it plain he is perse- 
cuted by these forces, The South is perse- 
cuted likewise by these forces, He and the 
South are thus indivisible. 


In our election post-mortems in Missis- 
sippi, the most frequently heard comment 
from supporters as well as opponents of 
Bilbo was that if the Yankees had kept out 
of the election he could have been beaten, 
This is quite possible, 


Just before the Mississippi primary, the 
National Negro Conftgress issued a resolu- 
tion demanding that federal troops be sent 
to Mississippi. If that organization had 
been 100 per cent behind Senator Bilbo, it 
could not have hit upon a more effective 
way to insure his re-election than to make 
such an appeal to the Government for ac- 
tion against a state where memories of 
federal bayonets are long. 


Grudge of the Exploited 


Akin to the political is the emotional re- 
sentment. It is more honest, if no less 
shallow. The grudge is, barically, that 
which any colonial, exploited people hold 
for the financial and political heart of em- 
pire, Self-pitying, self-stultifying, backward- 
giancing, it is expressed by suspicion of 
anything that comes from the North, ex- 
cept immigrating industries. 

The phrases that give them 
are familiar: The South has been the 
North's financial victim since the Civil 
War, (Truc.) The North wanta to let Ne 
groes marry our daughters, (False.) The 
North doesn't know how to handle theygNe- 
groes and we do. (Falise.) And so on,

tagonism is economic, the reaction of 
Southern management and the large 
Southern landowner to the CIO and AFL 
invasion of the South, which, pugnaciously, 
has been termed “Operation Dixie.” 


By and large, Southern industry, com- 
paratively new to the South, is handicapped 
by freight-rate differentials and relatively 
antiquated methods, particularly in the 
large lumber industry. Thus non-union pay 
scales frequently spell the difference be- 
tween profitable operation and bankruptcy 
—ore0 management believes, 


“The Communist Yankees” 


Invasion again. A nasty fight Is shaping 
up. The ery of the anti-union majority of 
Southern employers will be, “Keep the 
Communistic Yankees out.” It's their sur- 
est weapon. 


This brings us to a fourth phase of re- 
sentment against outside pressure, though 
not against all outside pressure. It is ex- 
pressed only by a Southern minority, yet a 
minority increasing in numbers and 
achievement. Its members combat the Bil- 
bos and Talmadges, They work for inter- 
racial amelioration, for orderiy economic 
change in the South. They are doing it the 
hard way—in the South itself.

The big story in the South today Is that

There was a judge whore name Ww 
Ulen, arti he was troubled. And there w 
a rich man named Nicodemus, and he 
too was troubled. So Curtis Bok, tellin 
the story of Ulen, who might have been

Tn humility Judge Bok, pondering the 
failure of Nicodemus and sorrowing be- 
cause the world has done little better than 
the Pharisee, says “I too.”

Historic Parallel. 


For more than a century, for 
example,no one has thought of the 
Monroe Doctrine as depending on 
bi-partisan agreement. The essen- 
tial principle of the Monroe Doc- 
trine — that the Western Hemi- 
@phere is closed to imperia] ex- 
pansion and to intervention by non- 
American fowers — has been s0 
well settled that either party, any 
President, would uphold it and 
would have the united support of 
the people when he did uphold it 
It has been, in this sense, more 


than bi-partisan; it has been 
mational. 
But it took about 30 years 


for the country to réach this point 
‘of settled agreement. During the 
first vears of the Republic, when 
Europe and the world were en- 
gaged in the Napoleonic wars, the 
country was dangerously divided 
on party lines, and became twice 
involved — first on one side and 
then on the other of that world 
war. 

The Infant Republic had not yet 
found its own line of vital interest 
and policy. Only about eight 
years after the end of that world 
war did an American policy 
emerge. It was established as a 
result of bi-partisan consultation 
and agreement in Monroe's Ad- 
ministration, and it was so well 
conceived that in its essentials it 
was the foreign policy of all Amer- 
icans for the remainder of the cen- 
tury. 


From John Hay to F.D.R. 


Since 1914, and indeed since the 
Spanish War of 1298, the country 
has again been in the throes of 
forming a new foreign policy. 
Only parts of it are, even now, 
well settled—for example that the 
United States has vital interests 
in the whole region of the Pacific. 
The presidential election of 1900 
was fought hotly with this as a 
Jeading issue. 

Many years passed before there 


was such sufficient agreement 
about the Pacific and the Far 
East that Franklin D. Roosevelt, 


a Democrat, could defend at the 
risk of war with Jupan the inter- 
est in China and the far Pacific 


dealing |Period of Gestation. 


| Even at the end of the First 
'World War our Far Eastern pol- 
‘icy was still so unsettled that Mr. 
'Hyghes, when he was Secretary of 
‘State, had to operate through a 
bi-partisan arrangement with the

We are now in the process of 
forming an American national 
| policy for Europe and the Middle 
East. It is agreed by almost every 
one now that the United States is 
vitally interested. But no one, lit- 
erally no one, is quite clear and 
certain what our interest is and 
how it is ta be implemented. A 
bi-partisan arrangement will be 
necessary until a settlement in 


Europe is reached which permits’ 


us to havea settled policy in rela- 
tion to Europe. That will surely 
take a good many years, 

Some important aspects of the 
new policy have, however, reached 
the point where our position no 
longer depends on a _ bi-partisan 
arrangement and has become the 
national position, I do not think 
we are counting our chickens be- 
fore they are hatched if we say 
that full and active participation 
in the United Nations is now a 
settled national policy. 

We can say also, I think, that 
the determination is fixed to play 
a leading part in the settlement 
of the war: the country will not 
withdraw from the settlement as 
it did in 1920. 


The Unknown Quantity. 


But the part it will play in the 
settlement is still experimental, 
unclarified and indeterminate. 
There is no use pretending that 
the excellent working arrange- 
ment represented by Secretary 
Byrnes and Senator Vandenberg 
is operating on a clear and well 
considered conception of how the 
Second World War should be 
settled. That is something to be 
worked for, It is not something 
which has already been achieved. 

The eventual form of American 
policy towards Europe and Asia 
will depend in very large measure 
on whether there can be a politi- 
cal settlement in the world while

OPENS AT AMERICAN 


Crowded House Greets Musi- 
cal Comedy—Earle Mac- 
Veigh in Cast.

The American Theatre reverted 
to musical comedy last night 
when “Up in Central Park,” one 
of Broadway's successful war 
babies, began a six-day engage- 
ment before a crowded house, The 


production was fairly lavish, had 
all the stock situations that the 
public has been taught to expect 
and was full of easily remem- 
bered tunes, The cast worked 
hard and several of its members 
had better than ordinary talents. 
But it all added up to a near miss. 
One of the reasons for this may 
have been peculiar to last night’s 
performance, For at least 20 min- 
utes after the opening curtain the 
proceedings on the stage were so 
devoid of spontaneity that the 
audience sat like a group of not- 
too-hopeful relatives listening to 
the reading of a will. The pall 
of unreceptiveness finally was 
lifted however and the play from 
then on moved at a rapid pace. 
No great harm would have been 
done by this unpropitious begin- 
ning if the book and lyrics-—by 
Herbert and Dorothy Fields-—had 
been more combustible and if Sig- 
mund Romberg’s music had been 
sparked by a little more orig- 
inality. 

And just a little more of what 
it took would have been enough 
to make it a center-of-the target 
hit. Much of the dialogue was 
so smart that it escaped being 
funny only by a hair. Several 
scenes—such as the one where 
Betty Bruce was being told the 
facts of life—seemed to be build- 
ing up to an explosion only to 
fizzle out at the climax. Much of 
the music might have soared into 
a mood of affecting sentiment if 
it had been freshened up at criti- 
cal points with a little more in- 
vention. None of this happened, 
though, and what remained were 
an assortment of features—many 
enjoyable in themselves—but not 
strong enough to pump the glow 
of life into the whole business, 
Betty Bruce, a genuine comic in 
the hobbledehoy fire-ball Betty 
Hutton style was one of these. 
Her tap dance in the Mall scene 
evoked one of the few spontane- 
ous demonstrations df the evening 
and for good reasons. It was 
sharp, it was rhythmic and it had 
a sort of spectacular freedom that 
made it both mechanically expert 
and beautiful, 

Maureen Cannon, a saucer-eyed 
ingenue was pretty enough for all 
romantic purposes and she sang 
her songs with a pert, roguish 
charm and with a pleasant voice. 
Miss Cannon, however, was either 
miscast or badly directed for she

NEW YORK, Nov. 12 (AP)— 
With its undisputed leader miss- 
ing, but with a President's daugh- 
ter in her stead, New York s0- 
clety last night threw off the last 
traces of wartime reserve and 
gave the Metropolitan Opera its 
most flamboyant opening in years. 
The Met opened its sixty-second 
season without the blessing of 
New York society's arbiter, Mrs. 
Cornelius Vanderbilt, who was in 
Hot Springs and missed her first 
Met opening in many years. 

But the young lady in box three, 
simply dressed in fuchsia crepe 
and a little broadtail jacket, got 
an ovation no society leader ever 
got. 

Margaret Truman, who has 
operatic aspirations, took over the 
Vanderbilt box with her singing 
teacher, Mrs. Thomas Strickler, 
and Mr. Strickler—and the usual 
corps of Secret Service men. 

She escaped the latter only for 
a few minutes at intermission. 
They had to wait at the door of 
the exclusive Metropolitan Opera 
Club on the grand tier while Miss 
Truman and her party went in- 
side. 

Washington society nearly over- 
shadowed New Yorkers at last 
night's opening. 

Among the national and inter- 
national figures who came to hear 
Lily Pons sing Delibes’s “Lakme” 
were Fleet Adm, Chester W. Nim- 
itz, whose entrance brought an 
ovation second only to that for the 
President's daughter; Joao A. Bi- 
anchi, Ambassador from Portugal; 
Henri Bonnet, Ambassador from 
France, and Dr. Eelco Van Klef- 
fens, Dutch delegate to the United 
Nations. 


Also present were the Premier 
of Ontario, George A. Drew, with 
Mrs. Drew, and Sir John Ander- 
son, former British Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, with Lady Ander- 
son. 


There also were the perennials— 
Mrs. George Washington Kava- 
naugh, bedecked in diamonds and 
emeralds, holding back her ermine 
coat to display more of them; 
Mme, Ganna Walska in diamonds 
as big as pigeon’s eggae-—12 of them 
in necklace and earrings; Mrs. 
Tryphosa MBates-Batcheller in a 
tiara and necklace of pearls; Mrs. 
Lytle Hull, the first Mrs. Vincent 
Astor, in black net and rose-and- 
blue brocade, 


One of the most beautiful was 
Mrs. Cornelius Vanderbilt Whit- 
ney, who wore diamonds in her 
high coiffure, a pencil-slim silver 
satin gown and a silver mink cape.

In what promises to be the best 
heavyweight boxing match held 
here in years, Joe Maxim of 
Cleveland meeta Jim Richie, lo- 
cal Negro, at the Kiel Auditorium 
tonight. iff the 10-round main 
event of a boxing program pro- 
moted by Hans Bernstein, First 
match is scheduled for 8:30 


o'clock. 

Maxim, campaigning actively 
for a match with Joe Louis, will 
be out to wipe out a decision 
which Jim gained over him here 
in an amateur bout in 1940, Richie 
is trying to make some headway 
in the professional game, Both 
were recently discharged from 
military service. 

Physically, the men are nearly 
equal, each about 6 feet tall. 
Maxim weighs 179 pounds, Richie 
177. Maxim is considerably 
younger than Richie. Joe is only 
24, Jim about 10 years older. 

Puncher Faces Boxer. 

Richie has the edge in punch- 
ing power while Maxim's chief 
asset is boxing ability which en- 
abled him to defeat Joe Walcott 
“ Aue 18 last, in the biggest upset 
of the boxing year and vault into 
the third position in the heavy- 
weight rankings, according to 
Ring magazine. 

Maxim has been boxing profes- 
sionally for some five years and 
has been stopped only by Curtis 
Sheppard, whom he defeated two 
weeks Ister. Then he won again 
from S)+« ppard., 

He won 23 of his first 31 
matches, eight by knockouts, 15 
by decision, lost reven in addi- 
tior to the knockout. 

Richie hasn't lost a professional 
bout although he has not had 
many chieffy because he hits so 
hard that he has had difficulty 
getting opponents. 

Richie’s Golden Chance. 

This will be the most important 
bout Richie ever fought and he 
hes trained diligently, realizing 
that, at his age, he can’t afford a 
setback if he wants to go on with 
his boxing career. 

For Maxim, the urge Is even 
freater, of course, because he 
confidently expects to qualify for 
a bout with Heavyweight Cham- 
pion Joe Louis. He hopes to build 
up his case with a victory over 
Richie, then go on to challenge 
the winner of the Walcott-Fimer 
Ray bout in New York Friday 
night, 

Should Maxim win here and 
later beat the Walcott-Ray victor 
he would, of course, be right in 
line for the all important chance 
at the title, whether that proves 
to be a pleasure or a pain, 

Handled by the astute Jack 
Kearns, who managed Jack Demp- 
sey and Mickey Walker, among 
others, Maxim has come fast since 
he was discharged from the 
Army. 

Joey's On Winning Streak. 

Kearns found Maxim in the 
doldrums, needing a lot of ring 
work and Jack set out to find it 
for him. The result has been 
some doten matches since Mrrch 
of which he lost but three deci 
sions, and he has defeated such 
boxers as Phil Muscato twice, Bud- 
dv Walker and stopped Ralph De 
John in one, The big accomplish- 
ment was the point triumph over 
Walcott which he gained in Joe's 
New Jersey backyard after the 
Negro, who tis the father of six 
children, had won 29 straight. 

Mickey Savage is to meet Dave 
Riley in the semi-final tonight 
while in another match, Jackie 
Dickers opposes Rube Salazar, a 
Mexican from Wichita, Kan.

He has been at odds with lead- 
ers of the group on their stand 
@n atomic energy control. 

In early October Ickes called 
©n ! the organization to retract its 


statement attacking the American 
position on international control 
of atomic energy or answer a pro- 
test made against it by Bernard 
M. Baruch, author of the Amer- 
ican plan, The committee did 
neither. 

Ickes also had voted against a 
decision of the executive commit- 
tee to send a letter of protest to 
President Truman over the dis- 
missal of Henry A. Wallace as 
Secretary of Commerce. 

He withdrew Oct. 18 from the 
National Council of Americen-So- 
viet Friendship, Inc., giving as a 
reason the council’s criticism of 
the Pa'vch plan,

Sitting in Drafts

RAFTS are what people sit in. When people 
[) = in drafts they want everybody else to 

know. They say they can feel the cold air 
rushing around their legs. To prove it is not just 
their imagination, they point to the curtains 
which are waving. They invite you to come over 
and feel the draft for yourself. 

People who sit in drafts expect you to do 
something about it. But since drafts are due to 
faults in the construction of the house, the only 
remedies are to rebuild the house or get a new 
one, 
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HOWEVER, there is no guarantee that, if you 
were to get a new house, there would not be 
drafts in that, too. Drafts are due to leaks and 
you can't very well submerge a house in a tub 
of water to see where the leaks are as you do an 
automobile tire. 

It may be suggested that the people who are 
sitting in a draft move out. But they will reply 
that, in that case, they will be unable to see to 
read, sew or knit.

Menus for 


Tomorrow 
By Meta Given 


NE of our readers who is an 
() enthusiastic home cook has 
requested some specific menus 
planned around goose, duck, 
guinea, rabbits or squirrel. Be- 
cause we are approaching the sea- 
son when the average family may 
be including fowl or game of 
some kind in their meals, we de- 
part this week from our usual 
pattern of menu making without 
being impractical we hope. We 
assume most people appreciate 
something traditional provided it 
is consistent with their eating 
habits and provided the combina- 
tion is good from a nutritional 
viewpoint. , 
Since goose and duck are us- 
ually fatter birds than chicken or 
guinea fowl or turkey, one has to 
be careful not to serve too rich 
desserts. Any relishes, salad or 
vegetable selected should rally 
around the poultry, game or meat 
to point it up in flavor and con- 
trast it interestingly and pleas- 
antly with it in texture color and 
form. 

From time to time on to the 
holidays, we shall be including 
interesting ways to cook fowl of 
various kinds, On another day this 
week we have two good dressing 
recipes that would be delicious 
with any kind of poultry or small 
game. 

Baked Potatoes in Blankets. 

Pound one pound round ateak, 
cut one-fourth inch thick, with 
edge of heavy saucer or meat 
pounder. Cut into four pieces, Peel 
four small baking potatoes, 
sprinkle with part of one teaspoon 
salt and wrap the pieces of steak 
around them, fastening with tooth 


picks. Roll in one-fourth cup flour 


mixed with the remaining salt and 
brown in three tablespoons hot 
shortening, Add part of two cups 
water, cover and bake at 325 de- 
grees F, for one hour, 20 minutes. 
Add remaining water as needed 
during cooking. Use residue for 
gravy. Four servings.

The marriage knot has been 
brought into our times by the 
Hindus, in the form of knotting 
their garments or knotting the 
tali, or necklace, around the throat 
of the bride. That is to this day 
the custom in Madras, India, and 
is so described in a recent report 
of the Government of India.

Dissolve one cake of yeast and 
two tablespoons of sugar in two 
cups scalded and cooled milk, (It 
should be just lukewarm). Add 
three cups flour to make a sponge. 

Let this rise until it doubles in 
bulk, and then add thfee-fourths 
cup of softened butter, three more 
cups of flour and a teaspoon of 
salt. Knead until smooth and 
elastic, then let rise again until 
doubled in bulk. Roll dough as 
thinly as possible in oblong shape 
and cut into strips six inches wide. 
Dot with half a cup of butter, and 
then build up the strips one on 
top of the other, Cut into sections 
one inch wide, and cut each sec- 
tion into four parts. Place two 
of these squares together 
slightly greased muffin pan, with 
cut side up. Let rise to double in 
bulk, and then bake in a hot oven 
for 20 minutes.

Soft, Subdued Tones in the Modern Home 


Bright Splotches of Color on Way Out, Says a Top Textile Designer

F your home is clutterd with 
Josient splotches of color in- 

jected during the war years as 
an “escape” from the world in 
general, it’s time to change the 
theme. Soft, subdued tones which 
have an air of luxury are quickly 
coming into vogue so anyone 
planning new decorations for the 
home will want to give them first 
consideration, 

This is the opinion of Dorothy 
Wright Liebes, internationally 
known textile designer and weav- 
er who is in St. Louis for a two- 
day visit, Speaking before the St. 
Loula Fashion Group at a lunch- 
eon meeting at Hotel Statler yes- 
terday, Mrs. Liebes praised the 
discriminating taste of the general 
American public and declared that 
women are becoming as skillful in 
dressing up their homes as they 
are in dressing up themselves. 


Asked what she regarded as the 
newest decorative note in the 
United States today, Mrs. Liebes 
said that unification of furnish- 
ings with an emphasis upon the 
subdued shades is foremost and 
urged that women. plan any new 
home replacements with atten- 
tion to complete co-ordination. 
“Hop, skip and jump” purchases 
for the home as well as for the 
wardrobe are dated as post-war 
fancies to be shunned. Perhaps 
it may not be possible today to 
find everything in the stores that 
are wanted to carry out a defi- 
nite theme, but some can be pur- 
chased now ai.d the others will be 
available within a few months. 


This decorator believes in a 
maximum of five dominant tones 
throughout a house, using varia- 
tions of the same theme in differ- 
ent rooms so that one seems to 
blend into the other, She dis- 
played, to prove her point, many 
diffsrent florals, plaids and 
geometric designs, repeating the 
same shades and suitable for use 
in different rooms. By following 
this plan, she believes that the 
home will acquire a unity as well 
as a beauty that is lasting and 
refreshing. 

According to this designer, the 
era has passed when heirloom 
rugs are handed from generation 
to generation, and when Victorian 
furniture must be used by Mary 
just because’ great-aunt Kate 
happened to like it. While most 
people are choosing their home 
purchases with a practical slant, 
they aren't being that practical. 
every newly married couple wants 
and is entitled to select home 
furnishings to express a personal 
preference, not a family pride so 
the trend is toward items that 
are suitable and fashionable to- 
day regardless of what they are 
thought of fifty years from now. 

In discussing the influences of 
the war upon home decoration, 
Mrs. Liebes is most impressed

Fabrics, for example, are proof 
against moth, fire, water and 
other dangers, This means that 
their textures and finishes often 
have changed, and the designers 
must be alert to meet. the 
changes with the right appear- 
ance and weave, The introduc- 
tion of color into woods is chang- 
ing the color trend of materials 
so*that there is harmony between 
woodwork and draperies.

ET’S talk about “color” words 
today. The names of most 
colors, of course, are seldom if 

ever mispronounced, A few, how- 

ever, are usually mispronounced 
chiefly because of confusing spell- 
ing. 

Mauve, for instance, suggests an 
“aw” sound, as in fraud, gauze, 
jaunt, which accounts for the mis- 
pronunciation “mawv.” But the 


word is from the French, and in 
that language “au” has the sound 
of “oh.” Mauve, then, should 
rhyme with stove. 

Likewise, taupe, the 
word for “mole,” the 
(hence, “mole-colored”), 
given an erroneous “aw” sound. 
But the vowel sound is “oh,” 
making taupe rhyme with dope, 
rope, thus: tope, 

Chartreuse, a brilliant yellow, 
takes its name from the liqueur 
which was made originally at the 
French monastery la Grande Char- 
treuse. Avoid “shahr-TROOSS,” 
the second syllable rhyming with 
“loose, goose.”

He cashed the 
ace and king, then ruffed a low 
diamond, but, to his severe dis- 
appointment, this failed to drive 
out the adverse stoppers—West 
still had the suit guarded. Now, 
rather aimlessly, South ran off 
the rest of his trumps. If he had 
stayed reasonably alert he would 
have noticed that his left hand 
adversary was doing a bit of 
squirming over the large number 
of discards he had to make, but 
apparently blind to this, South 
made his own discards from dum- 
my with a lamentable lack of 
discrimination, and finally said 
dolefully, “Well, I guess I'm down 
one.” He led a spade to the ace 
and then surrendered. 

It is strange but true that it 
was virtually impossible to lose 
this slam contract! Even though 
West discarded on the long line 
of clubs to the very best advan- 
tuge, he still could not avoid be 
ing squeezed to a pulp. Let's fol- 
low the play. After ruffing the 
third diamond, declarer cashes his 
remaining three trumps.
